onape, in the middle of Micronesia, is an isolated Pacific island of 
volcanic origin, lush and green with sheer rock bluffs rising out of 


the verdant jungle. 


The small village of Wone on Ponape is relatively untouched by 


western influence. Aside from a Jesuit mission and tiny co-op store, 
things are pretty much as they were when Captain Cook first came to 
this part of the world. The Micronesian group of islands, including 
Ponape, are under a U.N. trusteeship administered by the U.S. 


Kathriri Fitch lives in Wone. The tiny village'is roughly five cen- 


turies removed from her home in Bakersfield, California. Kathy, a 
Peace Corps teacher, lives alone here in a small thatched house. The 
people of Wone built it for Kathy because this young teacher belongs 
to them and they feel responsible for her welfare. 


Kathy graduated from the University of Colorado as an art major 


in 1965. She went through Peace Corps training and stalled her pres- 
ent assignment in November, l%f>. She teaches the first and second 
grades at the Wone Elementary School. Her basic subject is English 
and the children are quick and pick it up with little trouble. Kathy also 
teaches the youngsters art and they enjoy learning American dances. 


Her first month on the island was rather difficult. On only the 


second night in Wone, Kathy was badly frightened by an Indian bul- 
lock, a large black animal closely related to a water buffalo, as she 
walked along a jungle path at night. In retrospect, she realizes it was 
probably unnerving to the bullock to run into a shining kerosene lan- 
tern. 


The young Peace Corps volunteer makes a trip to the main island 


of Kolonia every few weeks to visit friends and check in at the Peace 
Corps office there. It is about three hours by boat. Kathy realizes how 
much she misses the easy and familiar things of American life, but 
also realizes that she is going through an experience which will make 
her into a different person. She is learning about the world and dis- 
covering herself.

NEW YORK—(NBA)—The 


high p r i c e of prescription 
drugs is a hard pill to swal- 
low, especially for a person 
who must take Whatsit X for 
weeks or even years. 


Setting out to pressure doc- 


tors to change this situation 
is one of their colleagues. Dr. 
Richard Burack, a Boston in- 
ternist and clinical associate 
at Harvard Medical School, 
has compiled a $1.95 paper- 
back which many think will 
rock the drug industry much 
as Ralph Nader's "Unsafe at 
Any Speed" did the auto man- 
ufacturers.

Helping him put this quet- 


tion before the public recent- 
ly was Sen. Oaylord Nelson, 
D-wu., in a major ipweh 
before Congress on drug in- 
dustry practices. Burack, his 
wife and five children beamed 
down from the Senate gallery. 


Burack admits the listing 


of drugs and prices was not 
wholly his idea. "Early in my 
medical career, a druggist 
with a social conscience 
pointed out 1 c o u l d write 
lower-priced prescriptions by 
using generic names." At a 
result he began to compile a 
list and made up mimeo- 
graphed sheets to be used In 
the teaching hospitals. These 
were to help students keep 
up with new drugs after a 
c o u r s e In pharmacology 
which most take in the second 
year of medical school. "After 
that," he points out, "the itu- 
dent relies on clinicians to 
guide him in 
prescribing 
drugs." 


Burack blames doctors for 


relying heavily upon pharma- 
ceutical firms to keep them 
informed on drugs. He criti- 
cizes manufacturers for bal- 
looning the price of brand 
name products by their ex- 
tensive advertising. Doctors 
may turn to one or two official 
drug reference books for 
help but Burack feels these. 
too, 
are influenced by ad 


pressures. 


Burack feels his book won't 


confuse the consumer and be- 
lieves its real value will be 
to simplify things for the 
doctor. "I would like to see 
it used regularly in training 
hospitals. My own role in drug 
selection is that of lust a doc- 
tor," he addsS "I disseminate 
information as an educator 
and any legislation is up to 
the legislators. 


"I have found," he says, 


"that 
most druggists 
are 


humane and helpful. 
They 


will stock a generic drug if 
they know customers need it. 
There is no reason why a 
druggist can't stock up even 
if he has to sell the consumer 
a more expensive brand name

And un- 
less their situation is compli- 
cated by defective hearing, 
dentures are at fault. Even 
though quite perfect in ap- 
pearance and function, there 
may be flaws that must be 
corrected, or entire denture 
remade. 


Denture areas most vital 


and most sensitive to proper 
speech lie just behind upper 
front teeth. If this area is ton 
tnick, it's difficult for the 
tongue to compensate, and 
many sounds are blurred. 


Other faults in denture con- 


struction can cause difficul- 
ties: too narrow arches may 
confine and limit movement 
of tongue; "open bite" (teeth 
that come together too soon), 
and "closed bite" (teeth that 
don't 
come together 
soon 


enough); rough surfaces or 
overextended b o r d e r s may 
limit mobility of tongue and 
lips; thick palatal areas next 
to eye teeth; and sometimes 
teeth a r r a n g e d to look 
natural, i.e. crooked or with 
spaces between. 


Position of front teeth is 


important. Teeth placed at 
too sharp an angle in the 
denture, or too straight, or in 
fact any change that is too 
far from the natural or previ- 
ous p o s i t i o n , can disturb 
speech.

Granatelli, president of Stude- 


baker Corporation's 
STTP Divi- 


sion and turbine sponsor, said, 
"Although we were knocked out 
by a freak failure of a $6 ball 
bearing assembly, a one in a 
million failure, we proved with- 
out question the turbocar is the 
racing machine of tomorrow.'1 


Whether the turbine is per- 


mitted to race further against 
the conventional piston engines 
may be settled when the USAC 
rules committee meets June 5» 


"It definitely will be brought 


up." said Henr? Banks, 
the 
duo's directo'r 01 competition. 
"It's our Job to keep competi- 
tion even. Arranging formulas 
for that purpose is a foremost 
consideration." 


There were cries of foul when 


the turbine came to the Indi- 
anapolis Motor Speedway this 
pear. Opponents claimed it was 
like letting a motorcycle In a 
bicycle race and the piston-en- 
fine drivers would be battling 
only for second place. 


"There were no ground rules 


for a turbine and we think we 
came up with a pretty good 
formula for one," Banks said. 
"All you can do for a new de- 
velopment is run it once and 
then reconsider." 


Banks pointed out the turbine 


alone wasn't responsible for the 
car's fine showing. He said.lt 
was a combination of an extra- 
ordinarily fine chassis, four- 
wheel drive, the turbine and 
Parnelli Jones. 


Graoatelli gave a "rough es- 


timate" of $67,500 to produce 
the turbine car. He said there 
still fere some costs to figure 
but the Pratt i Whitney air- 
craft-type 
engine 
would 
be 


about $30,000 and the chassis 
about $37,500. 


He said this was about $15,OOC 


more than the typical piston 
model, but the turbine engine 
would last for 10 years of racini 
while two, three or more piston 
engines are needed sometimes 
in one season. 


The sportsman - industrialist 


said he has had several In- 
quiries and "as soon as we have 
10 firm orders in hand, we will 
start production at our Paxton 
shops in Santa Monica, Calif." 


Granatelli said he didn't plan 


to put the turbine on the short- 
er tracks of the championship 
circuit because Jones has no 
desire to drive in other cham- 
plonshlp-type races and the car 
must be returned to Santa Mon- 
ica for a thorough check. He 
added, however, that after the 
check the car would be ready 
to drive on any track and at 
any time Jones desires. 


Calling the car one of "mag- 


nificent safety," Granatelli said 
the four-wheel drive enabled 
Jones to pass other cars on the 
left or right, control a spin 
after another car made contact 
and skim over oil spots without 
spinning.

At The Start 


As should be obvious by now, 


the Russians borrow from cap- 
italism when it suits their pur- 
pose. Their department stores 
have 
taken on a distinct (if 


dated) American flavor. Now they 
are even toying with the idea of 
copying U. S. advertising tech- 
niques, as will be seen from the 
guarded suggestion in the Sov- 
iet newspaper Literary Gazette: 


"It would be in the Interests 


of our advertising business to 
study the American experience. 
We must remember that the great 
Lenin told us to learn from the 
capitalists and adopt what is clev- 
er or profitable to build com- 
munism. Of course, in America 
this (advertising) is not a sin- 
cere game, but one for the sake 
of 
profit. 
Nevertheless, one 


should not ignore the rich tech- 
nical and organizational exper- 
ience of the U. S. advertising 
business. And the best should 
be borrowed without hesitation. 
Without its effective advertising 
system after all, the United States 
would never be able to eat all 
that is consumed there now. This 
makes us think. There is no 
stimulus here to grow spinach 
or Brussels 
sprouts because 


there is no demand. Only ads 
can create a demand for spin- 
ach." 


Therefore, the Gazette seems 


to argue, singing commercials, 
newspaper ads, billboards and 
such would create an entirely 
new industry in Russia - spin- 
ach production. While it's not 
our wish to save the Russians 
from another agricultural blund- 
er, somebody snould tell them 
that advertising is not respon- 
sible for the U.S. spinach in- 
dustry. Spinach is eaten mostly 
by children, who are force-fed 
by parents who were themselves 
once compelled to eat It. No ad- 
vertisement (not even old Popeye 
cartoons) induces children to like 
spinach, certainly not to ask for 
it. They eat it, if they eat it at 
all, because to refuse means no 
dessert or other punishment. It 
is a tradition which has been 
banded down from generation to 
generation, always with an ele- 
ment of malice and of revenge.

its ships. 


"The Soviet government In- 


sists, firstly, on the strict pun- 
ishment of those responsible for 
the attack on the Soviet ship 
and, secondly, awaits assur- 
ances that there will be no re- 
currence of actions like this In 
respect of Soviet ships." 


The U.S. Embassy had no im- 


mediate comment and forward- 
ed the note to Washington. 


The United States neither con- 


firmed nor denied that U.S. 
planes bombed the ship, which 
the Soviets said was anchored in 
the harbor of Cam Phi, 50 miles 
north of Haiphong. 


U.S. spokesmen have noted 


that American planes have tried 
to avoid hitting Soviet or other 
foreign vessels In raids along 
the North Vietnamese coast. 
The United States has answered 
earlier Soviet charges of hitting 
ships by saying that, falling 
North .Vietnamese antiaircraft 
shells were to blame. 


Prtvda, the official Commu- 


nist party newspaper, printed 
the protest note on its front 
page today. 


It commented: "It would be a 


mistake if the provacateurs did 
not fully consider the serious- 
ness of the warning in the Soviet 
government's note. The spon- 
sors of this kind of provocation 
evidently have a poor under- 
standing of the situation and do 
not fully consider that they may 
be given a fitting rebuff."
